TnJE propriety of extending the 
provisions of tho now .Reciprocity 
Treaty, now in oourso of proparatiou 
at Washington, over this Colony, is 
being urged upon tho attention of tho 
Home Government by British Colum. 
bians resident in London, and others 
having important intorosts hero. A 
memorial signed by a number of 
bankers and moroantila firms who have 
branches hero, haB.junt been handod 
tho Seorotary for the Colon ios by G M 
Sproat, Esq.; and Mr Waddington 
who oontinuos his noblo efforts in our 
bohafl), has addrossod a lettor to Sir 
John A. Muodonald, th eCunadian Pto-> 
mier,,bringing tho matter to his notioo, 
Tho flattering result of tho last six 
months' operations of the Vancouver 
Coal Company at Nanairao, cannot 
but exert a most favorable etfoot upon 
our interests in tho London Alonoy 
Market, and rastoro that confidenoo 
among capitalists wbioh has long been 
wanti.ig. Under a Reciprocity Treaty 
our coal and lumber, fifth, whalo 
oil, ores, hides, tallow, wool, lime and 
hundreds of othor productions, would 
find steady and remunerative markots 
at American ports ; and Nanaimos and 
Brightona would spring up like magio 
along the coast— oonsuming all the 
agricultural products that sqnld be 
raised in the Colony, and hundieds of 
tons from abroad beside. Let tho 
agitation for Reciprocity hero and in 
London continue. We cannot have 
too many mines oponed or mills ruu» 
ning, and Reciprocity would givo as 
tho eutiro coal trado of the coast. 

The eleotions in Great Britain have 
resulted in an overwhelming dofeat 
for the Ministry, and the return of 
tho Liberals to power with Gladstone 
as Premier is virtually seoured. The 
Liberals have thus far secured 310 
seats and the Conservatives 1C8— a 
result whioh places the Liberals too 
far ahead to bo overtaken, evou should 
tho Government sooare a considerable 
majority of the seats romaiuiug to bo 
filled— some 200 in number. With the 
ictsrn of the Liberals to offioe tho 
disestablishment of the Irish Church, 
tho introduction of important measuros 
for the tranquilization of India, and 
Ireland, and (let us pray !) a reform in 
the Colonial policy ot the country, aro 
assured. Tho rofmorod Parliament 
assembles on tbe 10th December, when 
tho Disraeli Ministry will resign and 
Mr Gladstone bo requested by her 
Majesty to form a now Ministry. 



The New Colonial Secretary. 

Editor British Colonibt: — You inform 
your readers this morning that Mr P Hankie, 
lormarly Supeniotendent of Police in this 
city, has been gazetted Colonial Secretary of 
tbia ColoDy. 

You are probably not aware, for I cannot 
gnppoao that yon wonld suppress a fact for 
ihe purpose of indociDg your readura to con. 
cur in yonr unforlunato disapprobation of 
the appointment, ibat Mr Hankin boa served 
for tbe last eighteen months as Colonial Sec« 
rotary of British Honduras, and ibat as late 
as tho let of October last, he was gazetted 
Colonial Secretary for Her Mujeaty'a settle- 
ment ol Sierra Leone. 

May we not prcaumo, frscs bis appointment 
here, that ho has given satisfaction at the 
Colonial Office in Eng-land to ihose who 
were in a pobition to form an opinion about 
him. 

Having been approved by all those with 
whom ho has been connecied, includiog 
Captain Richards, Admiral Dcnman, ex- 
Governor Konnody, and His Grnoe the Duke 
of Buckingham, Mr Hankin may perhaps 
yol survivo the serious charge you bring 
againet him, that he wna more ornamental 
than useful when last in the Colony, even 
though he should havo been somewhat dis- 
tant in his Eiscse: to Ihe 'gentlemen of posi- 
tion' who were ee'ertained at tho expense of 
tile Colony under his control. 

Mr Hankin doeB not owe bis appointment 
to influential relations or connections, but 
simply to his own personal morit and to 
thoao friandf) hia merit has won for him, and 
your comments on hia appointment appear 
hardly fair.

Several largo firms have already 
closed out tbo : r business, and v?ithdrawD 
fiom tbo State, and many others aro prepar- 
ing to follow. No property in tho lower part 
ol tbo city oan be sold eave at a great sac- 
rifice, which many do not hesitato to maks 
in order to get awc.y. Steamers for the East 
and Portland go crowded with passengers— 
Bevan hundred camo up on the last trip of 
the J L Stephens to Portland— and a gen* 
oral feeling ot alarm prevails overywhere. 
Numerous lattcro recaived hero confirm all 
we have written on tbo subject, nnd one or 
two who at first deolared our account ' ex* 
aggerated,' aro now forced to acknowledge 
its correctness. It will bo strange, if in the 
goneral exodus, we do not reoeive some 
considerable accessions to our population. 

Famine at the Bed Rivkb Settlement. — 
Mr Maolovisb, the Governor of ihe Red 
River Sottloment, writes that tho Oounoil of 
the district had decided on ' distributing aid 
. in noWwine, hooks nnd ammunition to the 
poor among the settlers to the extent of 
£500, and on importing flour to the extent of 
£500, and send wheat to the extent of £600, 
from the public funds.' He adds that thisiB 
fully as mnoh as the state of the public foods 
of the settlement will allow. Mr Mactavish 
has beou auUiovizad by telegraph to expend 
£500 on b-':alf of theHauaon Say Company 
to meat thv most pressing wants of the popu« 
lation, and as ohairman of the comp&ny 
Lord Kimberley makes an earne«t appeal lo 
tha publio for aid to save these poor people 
from starvation. 

A Washington letter-writer sayn ;— '' Re- 
Tardy Johnson's speechifying diplomacy ii 
only not relished generally here, bnt is abso- 
lutely meeting with disfavor by many of the 
liberalists of Englcnd. A letter received bere 
not many duy» ago from a leading English 
liberal comploinB that our newly installed 
representative at the Court ot St James has 
ennbbed every liberal member who baa ap- 
'proached him, and predicts that he will be 
completely bamboozled by Disraeli Bnd 
Stanley unless be speedily cuts loose from 
the cunning aristocrats into whose seductive 
. meshes he baa fallen."

Tbe Appointment ol Mr. llankiDi 

Editor British Colonist- — Mr A De- 
Cosmos says in yesterday's paper when 
writing of the appointment of Philip Hankin: 
'I am one who consider tbe now appoint- 
ment a fortunate oirenmstanoe for the Colony, 
as it will bring very forcibly under publio 
notice bow little Mr Young has done dariog 
the ten yoars that he has been at the 
head of the Exooutive Council.' 

If any ose will turn to the debates upon 
tbe Union question, he will find that Mr 
Young warnod ihe members of the Logisla- 
tive Assembly that if tbey voted for Union 
tbe Colony of Vancouver Island would lose 
her Representative Institutions, and be 
brought under tbe peculiar Government of 
the Mainland. He, at all events, tiied to 
keep our Representative Institutions wbon we 
had them. Who was tbe chief instrument 
in dopriving this Colony of them J Tbe an. 
swer is, Amor DeCosrnos ! True it is that 
ho was hoodwinked by Governor Kennody. 
and so probobly were tbo otber mombers. 
Bnt not only did Mr Young try to keop our 
Representative Institutions, but when tbey 
bad been lost he evidently tried to regain 
them by supporting Air Do CoBtnoa, as the 
following report from tho Blue Book shows ; 

Mr deCosmos moved, and Mr Helmcken 
seconded the following Resolution — That 
II E thu Governor, bo respectfully requested 
to cause to bo introduced into the Council 
an Ordinance making at least two-thirds o( 
tbe Council elective. Tbe question being 
put, tho vote was a tic, and then Mr Younp, 
the President of the Connoil, gave a oasting 
vote iu favor of the Resolution — and bo it 
pasted in the affirmative.' 

I think the above shows that Mr Young 
has dona more than Amor DeCosmos. Sin- 
gularly enough tho Resolution above qnotod 
was brought forward only three days before 
tho Council ended its labors. What it will 
produce remains to bo soon. 

Iam one who oonsider the new appoint* 
ment a very unjoriunate ono for the Colony — 
nay, mrire, tha greatest insult yet offered to 
this Colony by ths Govornmdnt, perhaps 
unwittingly. Kvory one is aware how Philip 
Hankin carried himself when bere before— 
how little ho showed hiraiioll fit for any 
business— and how bo loft tho Colony. At 
tho presont moment, the Colony being In a 
delicat pWtioo, t good man, conversan 1 
with its affairs and knowing something 
about finance, is required — and perhaps none 
better for tbe timebeingcan bo had than tho 
present incumbent. Put a new manic: he 
bas to bo taught his duties, and tho Colony 
must suffer from bis inexperience, incapacity 
and uu popularity. No one, as far as I know, 
has the smallest confidence in Philip Uan- 
kin's ability, but all assert him to be an unfit 
man to say tha least. Why those who wish 
(or Confederation dosiro to retain the Gov- 
ernor and obtain Mr Ilankin is, that tho 
Govornmont may be mado so unpopular, and 
show itself so inoompotont, that the people 
will look for anything as a romedy — even 
Confederation. It would be well to got up a 
petition lo tho Governor, urging him not to 
confirm the appointment of Mr Hankin until 
His Excellency had communicated with the 
Homo Government, and urge upon the Gov- 
ernment tho desirability nay, necessity, ol 
cancelling the appointment, 



European News Summary, 

[DATES TO OCTOBER IStU.} 

A Spiritualist has been arrested in 
Naples, who, by professing to conimunio 
cato with the souls of eminent men, 
swindled ono of his dupes out of $60,000. 

By the demise of Count Wnlewski a 
soat is rendered vaount in the Privy 
Council of France, worth 100,000 francs, 
or ?20,O0O, per annum. 

A man in Berlin. ha« invented z tcrps- 
do that will destroy an entire battalion 
when exploded. So enchnuteu ia tho 
invoritor that be has given tho instrument 
his owu name. 

The dreaded Fra Diavolo of Ravenna, 
Italy, was recently tracked and Bur- 
rounded in his retreat by a company of 
soldiers. Before ho could bo secured ho 
killed ono and wonnded several othor 
soldiers. 

Tho Toulouso papers mention tho blow- 
ing up of a now bridge in that city by an 
escapo of gas. Ono man was killed and 
sixteen passers by woro badly wounded. 

Two students, accompanied by two 
guides, recontly mado the virgin ascent 
of the Grosshoru iu Switzerland. This 
has never been attemped beforo, and theso 
fortuuate tourists reached an altitude of 
12,418 feot without accident.

He will light a duo! with any 
ono, will climb any glacier, descend in to 
the crater of Vesuvius or precipitate him- 
self from a balloon — in fact, undertake 
any other pastimo his master may dictate. 

It is reported from Lisbon that tho 
Duko do Montpensier has writton to tho 
Emperor Nnpoleoa statiug that ho would 
not accept the Spanish crown oven if it 
wero offered to him. 

Tho latest English journals express tho 
opinion thr.t tho discovery of tho plot to 
depose the Sultan of Turkey may lead to 
tho most important results. Tho partici- 
pation of the presumptive heir may bo 
made, it is said, a pretext for changing 
the order of succession, and tho arrest of 
a Russian subject may provoke a conflict 
between tho Sublime Porto and the Cab* 
inot of St Petersburg. 

The Paris Etendard, referring to tho 
announcement of an extensive conspiracy 
having been discovered at Constantinople, 
says : — Wo aro in a position' to stato that, 
so far no information from a reliable 
sonrco has been received to confirm this 
intelligence. If any event of importance 
had occurred in tho Ottoman capital the 
imperial government would certainly havo 
received positivo intimation of it. 

The accounts from Italy are more fav- 
orable. A Paris journal, remarking on 
tho completion of the Italian Cabinet, 
says : — As now constituted, tho Ministry 
may consider itself to havo happily escap- 
ed from the crisis that menaced it, and on 
which the opposition seemed already to 
base hopes. At Florence, as in tho pro- 
vinces, the public shows itself favorable 
to vigorous measurec for the maintenance 
of order. 

Tho report that tho Pope had adviced 
Queen Isabella of Spain to abdicate in 
favor of Charles VII., is denied from 
Romo. 

General Mouravieff is endeavoring to 
doprive Poland oven of its history. By 
his orders ull tho objects relating to tho 
history of Poland havo been removed 
from the Vilna Museum to tho Roaianzoff 
Museum at Moscow. 

Tho priest of Poutguiraud, France, 
refused recently to marry a coaplo on 
Thursday, giving for his reasons "that the 
following day being Friday he felt con- 
vinced that tho prescribed abstinence 
would not bo observed, and refused to be 
an accomplice to such profanity." 

A Bergeant of the Fifty-ninth regiment 
of tho line of tho French troops now in 
Romo has deserted and formed a band of 
brigands on his own account. All his 
men aro French deserters, and they ply 
their trado with a sauoir faire that makes 
tho native amateurs even blush. 

Tho recent disastrous explosion at 
Metz was caused by a work woman. In 
a moment of passion, shet hrow a pair of 
scissors among tho fulminating powder 
used in tho manufacture of cartridges. 
Forty-fivo persons wero killed, besides 
twonty-eight badly wounded. 

Tho Fischictto, of Turin, publishes tho 
following caricatures on tho Nupoljouic 
policy : — Tho first represents Napoleon 
standing" on the crater of a volcano (re- 
volutionary tendoncyj pouring water 
(pupprossion) on tho lire "Doubly mad 
in tho hope of extinguishing it, ho persists 
in standing ou tho crater of a smoking 
volcano." The second represents Napo- 
leon embracing tho Pope, but both have 
terror depicted in their countenances. 
Behind Napoleon stands tho phantom of 
the French republic, and behind tho Popo 
that of Garibaldi. "Promising promoters 
of liberty — ono pretcuds to dictato to all 
Europe, and tho other wants tho world 
at his foot; now they are embracing each 
othor, but not heartly. Tho mere shnd« 
ows of their respective familiar phantoms 
Btartlo them." 

The tory journals do noi tuko up tho 
"No Popery" cry of tho Prcmior, bnt 
rest tho claims of their party in thu Par- 
liamentary canvass ou the brilliant for- 
eign policy of tbo Ministry, tho success of 
tho Abyssinian war, tho necessity for tho 
defonco of the Church of Englund from 
tho dangers by which it is menaced and 
tho maintenance of tho strictest economy 
in tho public expenditures. Ou tho hit tor 
point, however, they aro sharply availed 
by tho Whigs, who point out tho wide in- 
consistency which exists botwoon tho 
precepts and praoticos of tho party iu 
power.

London, Nov 21— The Timet says that 
tbe elections thus far give the Liberals 310 
and the Conservatives 168. 
Serious riots have occarretl at various places. 
At Sligo thero w?ra formidable outbreaks- 
Tic uouses were sacked by tho mob, and 
other damage was done. In the little town 
of Roply, iu Derbyshire, a sharp fight oc- 
curred ; many persons were injured by 
stones from the hands of the rioters. 

London, Nov 21— It isannounoed to-day 
that Lord Stanley has acceded to tho mod- 
iBcation of the Alabama settlement, which 
permitB tho Commission to sit at Washing- 
ton. 

Mr Burlingarae and other members of Ihe 
Chinese Embassy, wero yestorday taken in a 
special train from this city to Windsor, nnd 
convoyod to tho CaBtle in the Queen's car* 
riages, and formally presented to the Queen 
by Lord Stanley.

Great Riot and Loss of Life 
on' the Plains. 

San Fbancisoj, Nov 2?.— Despatches from 
Boar Rivor City state that tho present tor- 
minus of the Union PaoiGc Railroad is 85 
miles east of Salt Lake. 

It is reported that the recent action of tho 
Vigilonce Committee in hanging despera- 
does and warning others to leaves rhe town, 
resulted in a riot yesterday morning among 
tbe graderf working on tho rnilroadi A mob 
of graders 200 strong attacked tho town, 
burned tbo jail and tho ofSoa of tha Frontier 
Index uewspapor. The citizenB armed tbern- 
selvos, and whilo tbo mob wero shouting and 
whooping over the jail, the citizens firod 
into them, killing eleveu and wounding fif- 
teen ; tbo others retrealed to the mountains, 
but again attacked the town at midnight, 
and wero a^ain repulsed with tho loea of two 
killed and a number wounded. Tbe town is 
under martial law, and the troops aro on the 
way from Fort Brid^er.
